in u daily paper entirely devoid of comment.
And it may be snid that a review mious any
definite opinion at all, is almost a8 worthless

and Bullivan 1 don't know what it does mean.
T have before argned that the Kilrain-Sullivan
articles are worthless. Either man can caslly
find & way to avaid if he wants to, even
at the last moment. Kilraln's readiness to go
to Europe to fight Smith before be, Kilrain,
fights Sullivan, seems to indicate that all par-
ties concerned have an idea of the laxity of the
articies.

To the Sporting Editor of The Dispatch:

In one of the morning dallies some days ago
I read an interview between its representative
and Thomas M. Marshall, Jr., wherein the said
Thomas M. aired his views on the question of
permitting the selling of pools upon race tracks
and the grounds of driving park asrociationa
A bl having been introdnced into the Legisla-
ture to permit poolselling at such places only,
Mr. Marshall expressed his opposition to
it, and said that poolselling did not
inure to the advantage financially of such
track assoriations; that race track associa-
tions were conducted prosperously withouot it,
and he cited as an instance the Franklin track
(of Franklin, Pa.) under the management of
Messrs, Miller & Sibley. 1t may not be import-
ant to enlighten Mr. Marshall on that matter,
but fearing that others, who are interested in
races, may bave been mislead by his statement,
1 write to give the truth in tothe Frank-
lin track and refer him toan article published
in the Oil Ciiy Weekiy February 7,
wherein it states that the Franklin Driving

Park tion Is about $5,000 in debt.
Which 1 is undoubtedly caused by not al-
lowing selling. To turther support this

position 1 will cite vou the Jefferson County
Agricultural and Driving Park Association,
whese grounds are situsted in Brookville, Pa.

Horse racing is the life of the
country fair, and poolsclling gives zest and
maintains mnterest in the races,

THE NUSIC WORLD.

A Critical Review of the Moriz Rosen-
thal Piano Recitals.

FINE ALL-ROUND PIANO PLAYING,

An Opportunity Seldom Offered to Students
of the Art Divine Hereabout.

A REVIEW OF THE WEEK'S EVENTS

While the Rosenthal recitals of last Mon-
day and Tuesday evenings were not by any
means ‘‘the greatest musieal event in Pitts-
bure for probably the past 15 years''—as as-
serted by one critic—they certainly did
amount to an occasion of signal importance,
one which has made & deep and lasting im-
pression upon our concert-goers. Each
evening from 600 to 700 persons heard what
was for most of them, doubtless, the best
all-round piano playing they ever listened
to, The educational value of such expe-
riences is exceedingly great; it is & pity that
the student class was not better represented.
Pittsburg’s patronage was large enough to
lessen considerably the usual deficit to be
charged to advertising account by the New
York piano firm that controls the Rosenthal
tour,

The first concert having been fully treated
by this pen on Tuesday morning,enly the sec-
ond programme comes up for consideration

SECOND PROGRAMME SUPERIOR.

Havying played the Davidoff arrangement
85 an encore-piece the night before, Mr.
Rosenthal advanced the Hungarian rhap-
sodies to its place on the programme, and
chose for his final number the Liszt-P
anini variations known as"La Campanella.”
The rhapsodies (the 12th, with themes from
the 10th worked in as n cadenza toward the
close) formed the real climax of the piano
pieces; the variations offered no new or
stronger elements. It would have been
betier to reverse the order or, beiter still, to
have filled the vacant place with a work of
different stvle. As it stood, however, the
second programme was masically superior
to the first.

The superiority lay, of course, largely in
the first composition played—the most
familiar, perhaps, of Beethoven’s greater
sopatas, Here Rosenthal's limitations be-
gan to appear. His rendition of the master-
work was enjoyable and effective in its way,
but it was not ultogether Beethoven’s way;
1t did not approximate the truditional clas-
sical ideal as closely as did his interpretu-
tion of the more modern and romantic
schools of composition. There was less rev-
erence for the notes exactly as written; less
sinking of self in the composer’s iotentions;
less repose, breadth and imaginative power
than are remembered in the interpretation
of Beethoven by Von  Buelow,
D’Albert or Anna Clark-Staninger, lor
example. To instance points: The indis-
tinctness of the three-sixteenth notes ending
the trill in the first subject; the excessive
clushing of the syncopated chords woven in
with that first subject; the tendeney to hurry
the time in both the rapid movements, es-
pecially the final allegro ma non trompo,
with it:hpr;to coda;flhl: blurring, by over-
use of the § pedal, of the syncopated varia-
tion im the andante, The first half of
this rarely beauntiful andante suffered

of high excellence app here and there
in the sonpata and there was abundant evi-
dence of honest artistic pur throughout.
Few men ol 26 have been able to play Beet-
hoven; give Mr. Rosenthal another decade
to mature and then note the difference,

A DEFECT POINTED OUT.

In the remainder of his programme the
general tendency to hnn?- the tempo was
the only point worthy ol adverse remark.
From this eanse the first subjeet of the noe-
turn lost its dreamy poetic character and
stood ont in rather startling contrast from
the other subject-matter. That magnifi-
cent climax in the ballade was less brond
and imposing thun if taken a bit slower. In
all other respects it would be hard to find
any flaw in the Cbopin pieces; they

were given with the wutmost refine-
ment, fanciful  elegance, pure feel-
ing and superb power. The familiar

Henselt study was played at marvelons
b“d mi‘.? ? degllw of perr’estion that
probably no livin ayer could surpass.
In the Lisst var ul!:ms. Rosenthal quite
distanced the really brilliant performance
of the same piece by Mme. Carreno s month
or two since. But the Lisat rhupsod{wu
the display piece of the evening; in it
Rosenthal quite outdid his own work in the
“Don Juan’ fantasia the previous evening.
His cleverly written ndditions increased the
already great difficulties of the work, and
made it the vehicle for an electrifying dis-
play of his technique on all gides.
oung Kreisler, the violinist, confirmed
the impression produced by his work on
Monday evening. He did some things bean-
titullv, excelling particularly in smooth,
flowing melodies, such us Raff's well-known
cavatina, which he rls ed very prettily as
an encore picce.  Wieninwski's “Legende”
(another encore selection) and polonaise
brought out the best playing the lnd has
done here, But here and there would come
positive Inults or negative deficiencies of
such nature as to vause regret thut needed
preparatory work had been interrupted by
remature appearance before the public.

The following eonim unieation was received
at this office vesterday touching on the em-
ployment of men at the Clinton mill, re-
cently leased to Phillips, Nimick & Co.:

To the Editor of The Dispateh:

DEAR S1R—Will you please give the follow-
ing a place in your paper: Some months since
Phlﬂlrﬁ. Nimick & Co. leased the Clinton Iron
Mills for the purposn of making muck bar for
their finishing wills at their Sligo works, The
puddling department at Sligo being idle on ae-
count of repairs, the puddiers of this depart-
ment, who were members of the Amalgamated
Anog?tlon. were sent down to Clinton to oper-
ote the furnnces.  To this some of the former
employes of the Clinton works objected, clalip-
ing that the old hands here were entitled to the
work. Our Worthy Warden, Weihe, was seen,
and through whatever advice or information
was given, the rt at once becime circulated
that the Shigo puddiers haa made black mutton
of themselves, or, in other words, were black-
sheeping. Hence, as the tronble emanated
through the general office, we have repeatedly
requested Worthy Warden Welhe to give
:l&e e trne lum&n u; u;:

freed from the odium of the black Tist.
However, our Worthy Warden, Weihe, has
positively refused to give any of the inner
workings of his office to the publie (in this case
ut least) for reasons best known to himself, and
we are left to eonsole onrselves with the knowl-
edge that our Warthy Warden was lacking in
sand todo his doty, and his refosal was owing
to a desire to be on the strong side atthe com-
Ing convention.

We ean also console ourselves with the
knowledge that the members of Slign Lodge
have always confined themselves strictly to the
laws of the association, and in this case were
fully justiled in gaing to work at Clinton.
From the fact that the mill bad ch hands,
and the so-culled old hands were not included
In the lease, Phiflips, Nimick & Co. eertainly
had the right to employ who or whom they de-
sired to operate thelr works,

When the above was read to President
Weihe by a DISPATCH reporter he eaid he
would rather say nothing about it, but
made the following statement:

When Phillips, Nimick & Co. leased the
Clinton mill, formerly operated by Graff, Ben-
nett & Co., they sizoed the Amalgamated Asso-
ciation scale. The men who had been employed
by Graff, Bennett & Co,, that is the majority
of them, have been idle since last winter, Be-
fore the mill started 1 advised the men con-
nevted with the Southside lodges of the asso-
ciation not to take a posidon in the Clinton
mill until all the old employes lLud been given
an .wponunil{. This was not compnisory,
however, and if a man did not follow this adl-
vice he certainly eould ot be classified as a
black sheep, I preferred, of course, that the
old men goi the work, but theassociation conld
not interfere until the men hiad been engaged.

This wan wanted me to publish this in the
papers, but I refused to do it becnuse the mat-
ter shonld have been bronght up in the asso-
eintion. Heilanot a Llack sheep, and if any
person  intinated that he was one, he should
!lare reparted it to his lodge and had the matrer
straightenad out.  Hedid not follow my advice,
but we eannot condemn a man for that becanse
when the scale was signed and the mill was
opened any Amalgamated Association man
could work there,
